Chiel of Police Uinstead at 
once (ailed all of his men into aer 
vice and the streets look much as they 
did during the excitement that only 
re* eutly died down. 
I he attack upon Miss McKlhane) 
.ocurred alroot two miles outside of 
Coatesville at one of the 
loneliest 
spots along the road. It was only the 
girls nerve aud endurance and the 
opportune arrival of Trunk Wynn in 
a buggy that saved lier from harm. 
Father Starts Posse. 
Tar assailant fled through the Wynn 
lanu. 
The girl s father organized a 
posse of neightiors, which was large 
iy im leased by people from Coates­ 
ville. 
Miss McElhaney is the daughter of 
William IL Mr Elhaney. Her home Is 
on tile road from Caln lo Mortonvllie,

Ridge. When she was little more than 
hall way home the colored mao, who 
was heavy set, sprang from a clump 
if bushes at her.
